The qaestion ot oriminal labor or the 
employment of the orimiaals of ibo 
oouDtry in osetnl work is one ■whicli do- 
letyeB the cBTofal aUention of tbo jurist 
and the poliiical eooDOmiat. The oritui 
naJJ i J^j^, all oiviliaed juriBpradenoo, 
deprived of Iiis liberty. The first object 
of ihis is seonrity to Bocietjr— to life and 
property. : The Beoond is panUhmeot 
of the illdoer. In eo far as the first 
object is coDoereed there appears to be 
little reason for qaeslioning. Tbe second 
ia open to verj grftvedoabt, and it ia teii 
that wo would more pavtiealarly ad- 
dress ourselvoa. For tbe two reaeons 
Bttttod wo shot tbo oriminal up fn a 
publio priBon, where ho is maintained 
for the rnoHt part in idlciiojs, at great 
expoDBO to the commonwealtb. Thus 
doubtfal bodily punisbment is inflicted 
on ibo criiuinBl,anci unequivocal punisli- 
ment, in tl>e form of greatly augmented 
taxntioii, is iuflioted upon tho body 
polinc. Honest, iudustrioas men are 
taxed, and that rigbt heavily, for tho 
mainlonanco of liizy, ■iblobodiod vagu- 
bonds wboproler to live a life of lawlosB- 
ness rather than earn an bonost living, 
lu 80 far as tlio safety of society is con- 
cerned tho object ot confiding tbo cri- 
minal is doDbllesa attained ; bat the 
question ariecB wbolher it is not pjr. 
chased too dear. That tba second object 
isbat indifferently, attaiood, if at all, 
oan'hardly be controyerled. The neer- 
do-well is provided witli comfurtable 
qaairtiers, warm clothing, good, whole- 
some food, the very be'al'of medical at- 
tendance; and to theaa are often add- 
ed plenty of reading, Boma amnsemettB, 
and ;Bpiritaal consolation • And oar 
Grand Jories are oarefal to periodically 
Bcruiioiae the prisons in order to seo 
that tho condition and treatment of the 
iDmh.ie8 are in every way anexoeption- 
able. Virtuous poverty is left nncared for 
te pino ia raga and squalid misery iu 
diugy garrjt or noisome cellar; while 
criminal lezitieaH fares snmpluouslyjevery 
day. Our notioaa of juatico iuvolve the 
most joalona sulleitudo tor tbe comfort 
aud health of tbe criminal ; and we are 
not prepared to assert ih»l it is wrong. 
Bat where does 2m7iishmeni onme in? 
To a mujoriiy ot crimiaala does euch 
treatment roally partake ot tho nuture 
of puniliro juBtico ? We are not going 
to advocate the dcuialof healthful cleaa 
lineSB and 'comfort. Neither are wo 
going to advocate tho triangle 
and tbe cat-o'-nine tails with 
all the disgueiirg accompanimentfl 
Bot we are going to advooate tbe sieady^ 
Bystematio and economic employmeoL 
o( criminalB upon work which will pay 
lor their maintenance and, if possible, 
for tbe expense of iheir proaeention and 
jjonviclion. It Is cr<mfaBlity, not vir- 
tue, that should be made to pay the ex^- 
pense of the administration of criminal 
justice. Why should tho crimiaal be 
Bubjeoied to less severe toil than the good? 
Why should not he be made to work 
. hard every working day— hard enough to 
be self-BOStaining— hard enough to malte 
hislotono of ealutury punisbmcm ? 
And this brings us to a wido poloicical 
field. We l.uve over prooouaced aguinei 
tbe chain-gang system ae practised in 
this country,— regarding It as-oalcn- 
Iftled to harden and debaso the criminal 
and demoralize tho commnnity, two 
results tho very rovorso ot those tru'- 
juBlico i^coks. Tlio (luestion is, How 
shall eomict labor bo ojaOo etle0ti?o as 
a puiiiHhii.ent, and remoneraiive to the 
SiLte. and, at the same time, be freed 
Jrom tbe ohjcciiurs aboro binied ui ? 
'Here »b the omx ot our subject. Wi- 
are diS|)OHed to think that these objeciir 
will '00 be^l allained through tha syBtuii) 
of conviol labor within four wulle. The 
penitentiary Bystem of Canada wonlo 
appear to be not altogether illadaptod 
to that end. The writer has <iol the ad- 
vuntago of that practical experience 
which can oi^ly bo acquired by actual 
iifu in ihu peuitenliury ; but ho is led to 
believe that tho Canadian syBiem 
Bustfeptlble of such improve ments bb 
wonid render It capable of moeling ibo 
wants ot the country uiid tho views wo 
have been enunciating- lirilmh Ooluiii- 
bia will soon haPeher PcidicnLiary. Lot 
it bo tho Htudy ot our juriHlH and ijuli;!" 
cal economists to petlect the syBliin.

KuiToii BiiiTisii Colonist: — Vour remarks 
in last Tuesday's iaruo auggealiug the ' funnus 
avir aa the prob^ibto cause of the premature 
decay of Iho applo nnd cherry iu thia colony, 
deserres more than a puijiiig r^^iriark, and I 
now snatch u low luinutea I'ruiu luure prer'sing 
oiigageiuenli to make u few random obaei vu- 
tions thareun. 

As you aro probably aware, the fungus 
theory has been largely discussed In the pages 
ot: the Oardener'a Chronicle, and althongb tbo 
adTOoaies ot tbe,fbeory tiare on their aide that 
emtoanVVetetkii-mybolacUt, Bev U J Berkely, 
yet tbe preponderance of eviilenGe both prac- 
tical and thoeretical Is with its opponents. 

FuBRi of many species luxuriate in decaying 
vofTciabli- aubstancea, bat iiiilesa in Bomo 

Ouli..i .vciu dui-tilod lullll, iiuVoi 1.7. ..(J, 

healthy ori^aiuama. 'J'hia view of the case but 
either hoini tost 8it;ht of or ignored altuifether 
hy the fuiii^ua iheuriata, lor, so tar aa I c^u 
iiiaUu out, thny atlribulo to the mycoliuiu ol 
any ordinary fuiigua the power of growing; inlu 
end destroying the healthy tis'-uej ol alinoat 
every kind of plant. Ttfe 'eyidonce they proi 
duee in support of this view, bowuver, ia not 
at alii ^oaviBoing, for in every iaatauce, I be- 
lieve, the' fungoid growth has been found in 
connection with.4euaying portioaa of tbe roots 
of the diaeascfd g plants, elearly: indicating its 
proAouce as a conse^iieBoe sad not the cause 
of tho decay. 

Among the various pnpnrfi on tbe snlijeot 
which have appeared iu 'ho Gardetier'sChrou- 
icle is one Irom myself, Sapi r,2th, 1870, sod 
Irom which 1 beg to offer a faw exiracia —

vegetable sub«taaoeB? Look at Natnre'a 
grand' Workshop-!, -^ar prin mval forests, and 
observe bow uiie condueta her operations and 
how rapidly organiaed fiob^taocos are coO' 
Verted into food for tha living plaDt', and 
we ihall look io vain for positive evidence 
10 tuvor of the ' 'ungus theory.' * * One 
ijeuerution of living orgaaiama living on the 
decayed and duoayiog remairts oi; former 
^eocratlona yearly adding fertility to tbu 
^eii by their leaves aod'tarancbes to the end 
)f all time. 

Can the preBBoce then ol decaying sticks, 
ku, — woody Qbte, io faot — be the cauae ot 
tungoid decay in living prgartisms as lome 
ot your oortisapondents aiiisrtf Or ia not ibe 
proeenoa of tbe myaolium of fuogi 
in Iho living ti-suea duo to some 
m'erior predisposing cause and which ha^ 
hitherio esc<<pHd I he oolioe of the very re- 
spectable advocates ol the luogua theory ? 
It we admit the first we set up, as I cod" 
oieve, a ibaory against one of tbe grand laws 
I creation, by tbe latter we adnait our own 
fallibility and tbe oaoesaity for further and 
more oarflful obaervations.'

Besides, the daily praotios oi oiing deoay> 
cd leaves in the culture of aluost every 
known plant by nine bnodrtd aod aioeiy- 
nine gardeners in every thoaaaed seemi.evi" 
dencu euougb to. eoodebio tba 'Fubgoa 
Theory. 

T'bo tine cause of the premature desp.y of 
Ihu applo tree Irom canker in tbis colony is, 
io uiy opinion, One, as I before stated (Jan 
19tb) to olimutio inflaeooes on tbe vital 
laootiona ot (be plants. Everyone who has 
uad any dealings with young trait troo* in 
ttiia colony oaunot have lailed to notice, 
altHr the raina ot autumn have luoistnoed thu 
soil, llio i^rouiui bniiig then a pertcci boi 
bud, tbo rapidity wiiti which the plant pro- 
duces innumerable young; by tbe agv'uoy cf 
iho'c fibres .tbe wtialssyatep of the tree is 
lillHii to repletion with sap, crude aid undi-

Editor British Colonist, — I obiierve by 
n paragraph in your paper of this moroiog 
that tbo Stipendiary Magistrates aro to oon- 
linue to hold tbe appoinlmoBt ol Coa;ity 
Court Judgca, It ia as you say ' on impor- 
tact matter,' and I um glad lo^^i'e^ tl^ai the 
tarre ia not to bo prolonged without farther 
comment bytho prcsf, 

VVu are all well awaro that in pi'oviding 
for thea? ollioidia thu Governor ia only aoiing 
in ncoordance with ioBtructione reoeived 
from tbo Secretary lor the Colunieii. But 
Hurely tbe questioo ol tbo odmiuistralioa ot 
justice ihoald not be. made Babaeryleat to 
ih^ir interests, aod a ay'slem which baBf been 
universally condemnnd over since thin union 
ol tbe ouloniee ahoutd not be perpetuated 
merely on account of ao-colled veiilod \d- 
tereats. 

That the Stipendiary Magistratia aro not 
only geDtlemcn but men ot integi ily ia uok 
qiiestioned. Bot, oonsiBliag as they do ot 
ball-pay bCBoera and oountry gentlemen, who 
do oot pretend to I'avu made law their sludy, 
it is not surprising that sumo ol' tbeiu should 
ul times have iboughi they poisesaed mure 
power than ia veatod iti the fiii"! Ju-tiee — 
aa was insiunccd by iho County lJuurt Judge 
who, last .year or the year before, diieeted 
Ihat a debt which did nut carry intoroat 
should carry interest at three per ceui pei 
month, an'l subseqaeoily telegraphed tbe de- 
fendant and ordered bim to pay tbe expense 
of the lelegrtim 1 

Wbeii the colony was in i!s infancy and 
nrnfeasioiial men wero not to ba foui'd who 
would accept tbe olScu of a County Court 
Judge, and it was not prohahlo that any 
niutiura but of trifling importance would 
comu belore thorn, it; waa well tliat tbcau

any attempt to gain their Bervica« ns County 
Court Judges. 1 hope, however, the naatter 
will oot now be allowed to restuotil we have 
orofeasiuual men appointed to theae Judge- 
ship", and if there not a sufficient number 
hero who ore cup'tble of fiiliug iho duiiuaof 
aacb Judges aod willing to accept the np- 
pointmeni, let others be invited from Ehg> 
laud or Oaoada.
